How Libyan rebels bought a 
drone on the Internet 

In June, members of the 
Libyan National Transition Council were 
"searching the Web," the New York 
Times reports, where they found 
information about a surveillance drone- 
"essentially a tiny four-rotor helicopter 
dangling a pod carrying stabilized-image 
day-and night-vision cameras"-made by 
Aeryon Labs of Waterloo, Ontario. 

Unlike the U.S. Predator 
drones, which are equipped with 
sophisticated weapons systems that can 
strike suspected terrorist hideouts, the 
Aeryon Scout miniature unmanned 
aerial drone has no weapons system. It 
can be launched from, say, the top of a 
car. It is basically a flying, pilotless 
camera weighing about 3 pounds. It can 
also only fly about 2 miles. 

The cost? About $100,000 to 
$200,000, said Charles Barlow, 
president of Zariba Security of Ottawa, 
Canada, "but it depends a lot" on the 
situation, he added, including how many 
the customer is buying, and whether it 
has thermal cameras, which are able to 
see at night. 

Once Canada recognized the 
rebels as the official Libyan government, 
no legal obstacles remained. 

So in July, Barlow embarked 
on an 18-hour voyage from Malta to the 
Libyan port of Misrata where he spent 
two days teaching a team of Libyan 
rebels how to use the drone. 

Will the Libyan opposition be 
placing more orders for drones? "Now 
that the rebels have basically won," 
Barlow said, "they've got more important 
priorities: like rebuilding hospitals."

Appeals court OKs filming of 
government officials on duty 

The Federal First Circuit Court 
of Appeals, which covers New England, 
reached a crucial decision August 26, 
2011, allowing the public to videotape 
police officers while they're on the clock. 

The decision comes after a 
string of incidents where individuals 
have videotaped police officers and 
were arrested. 

One instance involved Khaliah 
Fitchette, a law-abiding teenager, when 
she boarded a bus in Newark, New 




Jersey. Two police officers boarded the 
bus as well to remove a drunken man. 
Fitchette began taping the police officers 
because of how they were handling the 
man, and a police officer instructed her 
to stop recording them. When Fitchette 
refused, she was arrested and placed in 
the back of a cop car for two hours while 
the officers took her phone to delete the 
video. Fitchette was then released, but 
she and her mother filed suit against the 
Newark Police Department with the New 
Jersey chapter of the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU). 

"The filming of government 
officials engaged in their duties in a 
public place, including police officers 
performing their responsibilities, fits 
comfortably within these principles [of 
protected First Amendment activity]," 
said the Court. "Gathering information 
about government officials in a form that 
can readily be disseminated to others 
serves a cardinal First Amendment 
interest in protecting and promoting the 
free discussion of governmental affairs."

Another meaningless Brady 
scorecard 

It’s that time of year again - 
when the Brady Campaign releases its 
annual scores and rankings, lavishing 
praise on state governments that 
infringe upon the rights of their 
residents, and scorn on those that 
respect the Constitution. 

As it has since 1997 the Brady 
Campaign assigns points to a state 
based on whether it has adopted a 
specific type of gun control law. The 
group does not try to measure the 
effectiveness of any of these laws when 
assigning points and grades, instead 
implying that simply having laws 
restricting the Right to Keep and Bear 
Arms somehow makes a state better 
and safer. This, of course, is a false 
premise. Measuring restrictive laws 
simply for having restrictive laws only 
assesses a state government’s lack of 
respect for the rights of its citizenry. 

This “more is better” gun law 
fallacy is evidenced when the Brady 
Campaign gives states positive points 
for restricting the Right to Carry and 
negative points to those states that don’t 
require permits. Today, 37 states have 
“shall issue” permit systems and as of 
July 1, 2011 three of those states will 
also allow for permitless carry (as does 
Vermont, which has no permit system). 
This has resulted in an estimated 6 
million Americans exercising this right. 

Yet with all of these “guns in 
public places,” in 2009 the country 


experienced a 39-year low in its violent 
crime and a 45-year low in its murder 
rate, according to the FBI. These 
historic lows also occurred in the 
absence of a federal “assault weapons” 
ban, a law for which the Brady 
Campaign awards yet more points at the 
state level. 

When assigning rankings the 
Brady Campaign’s delusions prove even 
more foolish. California earned the 
organization’s only four star rating. 
Conversely, Utah and Arizona, scolded 
as “Do-Nothing” states, received no 
stars for restrictive gun measures. 

Someone must have forgotten 
to alert California’s criminals to this 
prestigious honor, as the FBI Uniform 
Crime Report shows that the violent 
crime rate in Arizona and Utah are 13- 
and 55- percent lower, respectively, 
than those in California.

U.N. peacekeepers traded food 
for sex 

United Nations peacekeepers 
in Ivory Coast enticed underage girls in 
the West African nation to exchange sex 
for food, according to a U.S. Embassy 
cable released by WikiLeaks. 

The cable written in January 
2010 focuses on the behavior of 
Beninese peacekeepers stationed in the 
western town of Toulepleu, an area that 
has been at the crosshairs of the 
nation's 10-year-long conflict. 

A random poll of 10 underage 
girls in Toulepleu by aid group Save The 
Children U.K. in 2009 found that eight 
performed sexual acts for Benin 
peacekeepers on a regular basis in 
order to secure their most basic needs. 
"Eight of the 10 said they had ongoing 
sexual relationships with Beninese 
soldiers in exchange for food or 
lodging," the diplomat wrote in the cable, 
citing information shared with the 
embassy by a protection officer. 

On Tuesday, U.N. spokesman 
Michel Bonnardeaux confirmed that in 
April, 16 Beninese peacekeepers were 
repatriated to Benin and are barred from 
serving in the U.N. following a yearlong 
investigation 

"We see it as a command and 
control problem," said Bonnardeaux who 
spoke by telephone from New York. Of 
the 16, 10 were commanders and the 
rest were soldiers. 

Sexual misconduct by U.N. 
troops has been reported in a number of 
countries including Congo, Cambodia 
and Haiti - as well as in an earlier 
incident involving Moroccan 
peacekeepers in Ivory Coast. 


In 2007, a 730-strong battalion 
of peacekeepers from Morocco was 
asked to suspend its activities in the 
northern Ivorian city of Bouake after the 
U.N. received allegations of sexual 
misconduct involving local girls. 

A report published a year later 
by Save the Children U.K. identified 
Ivory Coast as one of the places where 
sexual barter between peacekeepers 
and girls was occurring. The 
peacekeepers traded food as well as 
mobile phones for sex. 

The recently released cable 
identifies for the first time the Benin 
peacekeeping contingent. 

Parents were encouraging their 
daughters to sleep with the 
peacekeepers so they would provide for 
them, according to the cable. 
Bonnardeaux said that 42 allegations of 
sexual abuse by U.N. staff in Ivory 
Coast have been reported since 2007. 
Sixteen involved minors. None have 
been reported yet this year, according to 
U.N. records.

matter that involved much higher levels 
of the Justice Department," Issa said in 
a statement. 

The Heritage Foundation 
wrote, “In June, President Obama said, 
"My Attorney General has made clear 
that he wouldn’t have ordered gun 
running into Mexico. . . That would not 
be an appropriate step by the ATF." 
Press secretary Jay Carney previously 
said that the President “did not know 
about or authorize this operation.” 

But as Heritage's Rory Cooper 
wrote, "If that’s the case, how could 
neither he nor Attorney General Eric 
Holder not know about an operation that 
everyone else at the Department of 
Justice seemed to be actively involved 
in, including the Assistant Attorney 
General, U.S. Attorney and head of the 
ATF?" 

The ATF sold guns to criminals 
in Mexico, a life has been taken, and 
crimes have been committed with the 
weapons that were trafficked by the 
federal government.

ATF promotes supervisors in 
controversial gun operation 

The ATF has promoted three 
key supervisors of a controversial sting 
operation that allowed firearms to be 
illegally trafficked across the U.S. border 
into Mexico. 

All three have been heavily 
criticized for pushing the program 
forward even as it became apparent that 
it was out of control. At least 2,000 guns 
were lost and many turned up at crime 
scenes in Mexico and two at the killing 
of a U.S. Border Patrol agent in Arizona. 

The three supervisors have 
been given new management positions 
at the agency's headquarters in 
Washington. They are William G. 
McMahon, who was the ATF's deputy 
director of operations in the West, where 
the illegal trafficking program was 
focused, and William D. Newell and 
David Voth, both field supervisors who 


oversaw the program out of the 
agency's Phoenix office.

Firearms from ATF sting 
linked to 11 more violent 
crimes 

Firearms from the ATF's 
Operation Fast and Furious weapons 
trafficking investigation turned up at the 
scenes of at least 11 violent crimes in 
the U.S., as well as at a Border Patrol 
agent's slaying in Arizona last year, the 
Justice Department has acknowledged 
to Congress. 

The Times has learned that the 
crimes occurred in several Arizona 
cities, including Phoenix, where Fast 
and Furious was managed, as well as in 
El Paso, where a total of 42 weapons 
from the operation were seized. 

The new numbers, which 
expand the scope of the danger the 
program posed to U.S. citizens over a 
14-month period, are contained in a 
letter that Assistant Atty. Gen. Ronald 
Weich turned over to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee last month. 

The program was intended to 
identify Mexican drug cartel leaders and 
smuggling routes across the border by 
allowing illegal purchases of firearms 
and tracking the weapons. Instead, 
many of the guns vanished. 

A source close to the 
controversy, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because of the continuing 
investigation, said that as early as 
January 2010, just after the operation 
began, weapons had turned up at crime 
scenes in Phoenix, Nogales, Douglas 
and Glendale in Arizona, and in El Paso. 
The largest haul was 40 weapons at one 
crime scene in El Paso. 

In all, 57 of the operation's 
weapons were recovered at those six 
crime scenes, in addition to the two 
seized where Border Patrol Agent Brian 
Terry was killed. 

Weich's letter to Congress also 
said a total of 1,418 firearms were 
circulated under the program. How 
many remain missing in the U.S. and 
Mexico is unclear. The total is 
considerably lower than earlier 
estimates, when authorities said that at 
least 2,000 guns had vanished.

IRS refunded $4.2 billion to 
illegals in 2010 

People who don’t have Social 
Security numbers because they are not 
authorized to work in the U.S. can get 
individual tax ID numbers from the IRS 
so they can file returns and make 
payments. The law requires IRS to 


deny the earned income credit to these 
filers, but it is silent about the child 
credit, which, like the earned income 
credit, is refundable. So until Congress 
changes the law to deny the child credit 
to ITIN filers, IRS will keep refunding 
excess credits to them.

Were American Indians Really 
Environmentalists?

In his 1992 book Earth in the 
Balance, then-Senator Al Gore cited a 
nineteenth-century speech from Chief 
Seattle, patriarch of the Duwamish and 
Suquamish Indians of Puget Sound, as 
evidence of the Indians' concern for 
nature. This speech, which speaks of 
absolutely everything in the natural 
world, including every last insect and 
pine needle, as being sacred to Seattle 
and his people, has been made to bear 
an unusually heavy share of the burden 
in depicting the American Indians as the 
first environmentalists. 

The trouble for Gore is that the 
version of the speech he cites is a 
fabrication, drawn up in the early 1970s 
by screenwriter Ted Perry. (Perry, to his 
credit, has tried without success to let 
people know that he made up the 
speech.) Still, it became the basis for 
Brother Eagle, Sister Sky, a children's 
book that reached number five on the 
New York Times bestseller list in 1992. 

Experts say that the intention 
of Chief Seattle is clear enough, and 
that it wasn't to say that every created 
thing, sentient and non-sentient, was 
"holy" to his people, or that all land 
everywhere had an equal claim upon 
their affection. "Seattle's speech was 
made as part of an argument for the 
right of the Suquamish and Duamish 
peoples to continue to visit their 
traditional burial grounds following the 
sale of that land to white settlers," 
explains Muhlenburg College's William 
Abruzzi. "This specific land was sacred 
to Seattle and his people because his 
ancestors were buried there, not 
because land as an abstract concept 
was sacred to all Indians." Writing in the 
American Indian Quarterly, Denise Low 
likewise explains that "the lavish 
descriptions of nature are secondary" to 
the purpose of Chief Seattle's argument, 
and that he was saying only that "land is 
sacred because of religious ties to 
ancestors." 

Environmentalists who have 
cultivated the myth of the environmental 
Indian who left his surroundings in 
exquisitely pristine condition out of a 
deeply spiritual devotion to the natural 




world have done so not out of any 
particular interest in American Indians. 
Instead, the intent is to showcase the 
environmentalist Indian for propaganda 
purposes and to use him as a foil 
against industrial society. 

The Indians' real record on the 
environment was actually mixed, and I 
give the details in my new book, 33 
Questions About American History 
You’re Not Supposed to Ask. Among 
other things, they engaged in slash-and- 
burn agriculture, destroyed forests and 
grasslands, and wiped out entire animal 
populations (on the assumption that 
animals felled in a hunt would be 
reanimated in even larger numbers). 

On the other hand, the Indians 
often succeeded in being good stewards 
of the environment — but not in the way 
people generally suppose. 

Although we often hear that the 
Indians knew nothing of private 
property, their actual views of property 
varied across time, place, and tribe. In 
some tribes, family- and clan-based 
groups were assigned exclusive areas 
for hunting, which meant they had a 
vested interest in not overhunting, and 
in making sure enough animals 
remained to reproduce for future years. 
In the Pacific Northwest, Indians 
assigned exclusive fishing rights that 
yielded a similar kind of stewardship: 
instead of catching all the salmon, some 
were left behind with an eye to the 
future. Whites who later established 
control over salmon resources 
unfortunately neglected this important 
Indian lesson. 

Indians have not always 
recalled that lesson themselves. 
Consider the Arapahoes and 
Shoshones on Wyoming's Wind River 
Reservation, who in recent years (and 
with the help of all-terrain vehicles and 
high-powered rifles) have all but wiped 
out entire animal populations. Whatever 
happened to their spiritual kinship with 
nature? 

In fact, this is the predictable 
result when wildlife is said to belong to 
everyone. There is no incentive to 
preserve any stocks for the future, since 
anything you might leave behind will 
simply be killed by someone else. 
Without property rights in hunting, there 
is no way (and no incentive) for anyone 
to prevent such short-term, predatory 
behavior. That's why Indian tribes 
assigned these exclusive rights — it was 
the best way to preserve animal species 
and provide for the future. 

Say, doesn't this lost Indian 
wisdom bear repeating?
